The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose a protective panel for stained glass windows which 
has a frame with venting means. The venting means is made up of entry vents and exit 
vents, these vents have structure in which the vent has pathways which cause the air 
entering the airspace between the panel and the stained glass window to turn vertically 
in the first pathway and then horizontally at the interior vent opening into the airspace.
